Upon release fi-om imprisonment, the defendant shall be on supervised release for a term of ; 

Three (3) years on counts one (1) and three (3), to run concurrently. Further the defendant shall serve five (5) years 
supervised release on count two (2), to run concurrently. The defendant shall abide by the general conditions of probation 
as well as the following special conditions: 

The defendant must report to the probation office in the district to which the defendant is released within 72 hours of release from the 
custody of the Bureau of Prisons . 

The defendant shall not commit another federal^ state or local crime. 

The defendant shall not unlawfully possess a controlled substance. The defendant shall refrain from any unlawful use of a controlled 
substance. The defendant shall submit to one drug test within 15 days of release from imprisonment and at least two periodic drug tests 
thereafter, as determined by the court, 

□ The above drug testing condition is suspended, based on the court's determination that the defendant poses a low risk of 
future substance abuse.
